o f P i c t ­ 
u r e — A M y s t e r y t o t h e S p e c t a t o r . 
Howe ver far hack in the dim [mat the 
panorama idea can la4 traced, the roller 
panorama is com paratively modern, and 
it* career was destined to lie brief, for its 
miles o f canvas with crude color fur­ 
nished pictures that were devoid o f en­ 
during (putlilies. 
It g ave rise or revived 
an infinitely l» etter and more instructive 
and valuable exem plar in 
the present 
panorama that the eastern cousin calls 
the eyelo ram a. 
Histo ry credits Rol>ort 
Barker, a » Scotch artist, with the inven­ 
tion o f the circular panorama, he having 
« x hi hi ted in Edinburg h that city's pan­ 
oramic reflections 
in 
1788, 
it 
being 
fo llo wed 
in 
succession 
with a 
view 
of 
London, 
sea lig hts 
and the 
N a­ 
poleonic wars. 
Between the old roller 
j» anorama and that of the present there is 
a deep g ulf fixed. 
The former carried 
the bp<H*tator uj» on a lo ng voyag e, with 
the leather lung ed lecturer as the vocal 
accompanist, and from the steamer's 
deck on which the audience were sup­ 
posed to view a succession of scenes; 
so m ething like a Stoddard lecture or a 
g uide l>ook that speaks in a stag e voice 
from behind the friendly screen o f dark­ 
ness. 
The present panorama or cylo - 
ramti, without 
any such 
adventitio us 
aids, provides the spectator w ith an ele- 
\ated jk» sition in the center o f a fixed 
landsca|» e that has been m ade memorable 
by som e g reat historical event. 
It pro­ 
vides a picture that bespeaks its o w n art­ 
istic value, and bases its incidents upon 
recorded fact. 
It now successfully in­ 
vades the field o f historical painting s ami 
challeng es the severer canons o f criti- 
crirn, as well as the skill, truthfulness 
and accuracy of the artist. 
A t the first view* o f the spectator the 
panorama seems to be a m ystery, 
ll is 
apparently an absolute reproduction of 
the scenes represented, the objects seem ­ 
ing equal in size with the orig inal ob­ 
jects, and the space covered equally g reat. 
A circular building , less than 100 feet in 
diam eter, and no t m uch more than fifty 
feet in elevation, expands to the dim en­ 
sions o f the space that can U* covered by 
the eye in an open landscape, and reaches 
upward to the clouds. 
A portion o f the 
foreg round, it is very well known, is 
composed o f real fig ures and objects; but 
liic illusion upon the painted canvas is 
h » perfect that the painted fig ures seem 
hardly less o bjective than the real fig ures, 
; ntl without the m ost careful scrutiny 
tin dividing line canno t be disting uished, 
hureh tin* 
¡» ( tutor thinks there must 
!e sou:' wo nderful secret kno wn only to 
the paiutci i i tics illusion.

T he most remarkable o f recent realistic 
aids to the panorama is the foreg round. 
A recent writer says: Shut out the real 
o bjects in the foreg round from the eye, 
and the distances in the perspective w ill 
no t be diminished, nor the fig ures on the 
canvas rendered less stro ng in their re­ 
lief. 
The o nly service that seem s to be 
rendered by the o bjective portions o f 
the foreg round 
is 
to bring 
the en­ 
tire landscape to the feet o f the spectator, 
and to sh uto ut the intervening space o f 
Pare floor that w o uld o therwise destro y 
tlie illusion. 
One is surro unded by the 
picture above, below, and upon all sides, 
! and is permitted to see no o ther o bject, 
| standing upon a platfo rm that seem s to 
| i>e erected in the very center o f the field 
delineated. 
These are aids to render the 
scene more realistic. 
Any o ne who has 
observed a painting o f this character, 
witho ut the foreg round in jxjirftion, will 
readily recog nize its im m ense advantag e, 
when it forms the link between the plat­ 
form and the canvas. 
Good drawing , 
spirited color, and finely sustained jx*r- 
spective. are three requisites that must 
fig ure on the plane o f a w o rthy pano­ 
rama. 
The linen canvas for panoramas, from 
the WYhner studio, is specially woven at 
Brussels, in breadths thirty feet w ide by 
fifty 
long ,

reg ulation size. 
The g round colors alo ne 
cost upward of **00 before there is a 
tracery on theeanvas. 
It requires nearly
